So interwoven and tangled are the 
problem- which the new republic’s 
cabinet is undertaking a n d struggling 
against, while new ones rise con­ 
stantly. that the words of a Ger­ 
man who said, ‘‘There’s not a man 
in all Germany who sees at one time 
more than half of the maze of dan­ 
ger- that might explode and over­ 
throw the S ta te /’ are true. 
There 
are those who say the situation i- 
bevond solution. 
They hold that the 
-late of the past should be wiped 
clean, and that 
the 
German State 
should start all over again, much is 
Russia tried to do. 
Tho Govern­ 
ment realizes this would mean dis­ 
aster and complete loss of eonfidence 
in 
any form of government, 
and 
struggles to avoid it. 
It is hard enough to change the 
form of government when thing’s are 
running 
smoothly, 
and 
when 
all 
parties 
agree 
to 
it. 
It 
is 
hard 
enough to begin a republic where no 
government existed at all before. The 
Germans find their task made fa r 
more 
difficult by the reason 
that 
their country was 
c o m p le x ly reor­ 
ganized, and the new regime has to 
answer immediately for all the de­ 
luge of failures and mistakes of the 
old. 
Germany today can be 
visualized 
/p e rh a p s as a popper full of pop-corn, 
most of which has popped, but some 
of which has not and is still going 
oft. 
Each 
explosion 
shakes 
the 
whole mas-. 
This unstable state is 
held together only by the walls of 
aims that still surround it, for many 
are they* who would like to escape 
from the burden. 
Germany’s 
new 
Government 
is 
tackling the problems with optimism. 
ami hope— confidence is hardly pos­ 
sible. as yet. 
Hight here it might 
be 
-aid the new German 
Govern­ 
ment is one without brilliant leaders 
and i- without great men in it. This 
the Germans themselves say, and do 
so without regret in their voices. 
The Germans have had enough of 
great men, and seem glad to tru 
their 
failure 
to 
mediocre, 
honest 
cit i zeus. 
This ‘'carpenter-' rcichstag", as it 
ha- been called, bas already wrath 
ired -terms of opposition during th 
trying 
months 
when 
the 
Kbert- 
Scheidrnann party guided Germany 
from militarism, and put to flight tin 
adoption of a provisional republic 
constitution at Weimar, on Febru­ 
ary lh. 
The great mass of German 
people have expressed their eonfi 
lienee in at least the honesty ain 
impeachable good intentions of the 
“ Citizen congress.” 
How 
successful 
these 
“citizen 
statesmen,” if they can be called 
that, will be, can be told only by 
time. 
If they succeed in bringing 
Germany out of the muddle of tang­ 


led political, social, economic and 
foreign problems, it will be an ever­ 
lasting tribute to the republican form 
of government. 
If they fail and 
have to call for help from outside 
Germany, as no small proportion of 
Germans who are pessimistic pre­ 
dict, ii will, he because the m ilitar­ 
ists ami the Junkers left too much 
of a had legacy to carry in these 
trying times, 
Just what tremendous difficulties 
the republic faces cannot he appre­ 
ciate! I fully nor described in their 
proper relation- by a foreigner, es­ 
pecially when German leaders them* 
selves cannot straighten out in their 
own 
minds these problems, 
which 
change almost daily.
